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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to an 
unpublished U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is 
improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference, if the material is relied upon to overcome any objection, 
rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. The amendment must be 
accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing 
the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously 
incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter. 37 CFR 
1 .57(f). Applicants' attention is to page 27 of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The S and D portions of an amphipathic copolymer need to be 
defined by their functions. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in sectbn 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11,18 and 1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kosel 3,753,760 in view of deGraft-Johnson. Kosel teaches liquid electrophotographic 

developer having a solvent with a KB value of 26-35 note Col.7- Col; 9, a binder resin 

that is a graft amphipathic copolymer polymer note Col. 9 line 10- Col. 10 line 57 and 

Col. 13 lines 18-47, and a colorant, such as a pigment or dye Col. 15 line 41- Col. 18 

line 20. ISOPAR carrier liquids are used in the reference examples. Kosel does not 

teach the cross linkable functionalities that control the resin binders. These cross 

linkable functionalities are taught as a additive to the binder resins of a liquid toner in 

deGraft-Johnson who teaches that the fixative agent and dispersing agent forms the 

binder resin for the resin toner having a carrier liquid with a K-B value of less than 30 

Col3 lines 8-20 a dispersing agent, a fixative agent, and a coloring agent note Col. 3 

lines 42-44. The dispersing agent, which is an amphipathic graft copolymer, is bound to 

the resin which is a colloidal suspension of a synthetic resin in the carrier liquid. Note 

Col. 3 lines 30-33. It is also noted that a steric stabilizer can be an epoxy group note Col 

3 line 49-52.lt would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 

applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to use the binders of 
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deGraft - Johnson as the binder resin or as a stabilizer in the liquid toner to solvate the 
toner resin in the toner developer. 

Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

6. Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attomey or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

7. Claims 1 -1 9 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6 of copending 
Application No. 10/612058. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because The cross linkable functionalities would 
be under conditions the same as the acidic functionalities and that there is more than 
one amphipathic copolymer in the toner composition. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
